Sutfcrers from other allergies arc 


often spared the guffaws. Enough 
mystery surrounds a person's sen- 
silivily lo such pleasant compan- 
ions as dogs and cats or so com 
monplace a commodity as house 
dust 
as to temper immoderate 


merriment. But the unhappy soul 
who looks forward to August and 
September as a heretic might have 
jooked forward to the Inquisition 
•can expect scant sympathy. 


Perhaps a word should be said 


in defense of this snickering lack 
of compassion. The sneeze, though 
a common enough phenomenon, is 
still a ridiculous contortion. The 
hay fever victim carries il to ridic- 
ulous extremes. At the height of 
the season he may sneeze once 
every 10 or 15 seconds. 
The longer he sneezes Ihe less 


he is able to muffle the volume of 
these respiratory explosions.

charge. 


Cancer may develop in tho cer- 


vix (neck) or the corpus (bodv) of 
the uterus. The former Ivpc is inure- 
apt to develop in middle life-, and 
the latter in older women.

New York, June 13 — The ethi- 
cal standards that justice Jackson 
discerned in the conduct of Jus- 
tice Black may be deplorable to 
some but, on Black's behalf, 
il 


may be said that he well main- 
tains the principles of the admin- 
istration which sent him to the 
supreme court. 


In the first place, the appoint- 


ment of a man who had become 
a member of a gang of night-rid- 
ing terrorists was an affront 
to 


the dignity and prestige of 
the 


court and the subsequent explana- 
tion 
lhat 
Black 
accepted 
such 


membership to win election to a 
cheap political job as county at- 
torney In Birmingham only 
em- 


phasized Ihe sneer. Having joined 
ihe Klan for ulterior motives, lie 
repudiated his old comrades 
in 


the sacred, 
unfailing bond when 


the association 
became 
embar- 


rassing but only after it had been 
dragged into tho light by a news- 
paper reporter. That such a man 
might later show a lack of ethical 
delicacy should surprise none of 
his colleagues. On the contrary, 
it is fair to believe lhal Roosevoll 
had well appraised his character 
and knew what to expect of him. 
Tho country had learned the odor 
of his ethics from his actions as 
a senatorial investigator. 


This is only 
another 
dcvelop- 


menl in the sordid fulfillment of 
the Roosevelt ethical system. 


Had Hoosovelt had his way, he 


not only would have packed 
the 


.supreme court but 
would 
have 


been able to direct the selection 
of prejuoiccd judges to try cases 
trumped up against his political 
opponents, as certain able 
and 


courageous members of the feder- 
al bench, among them 
John 
C. 


Knox, poinled oul at the time of 
the great debate. 
That 
scliemc 


was generally overlooked in Ihe 
excitement over the supreme court 
but il was explicil in Ihe bill and 
was frustrated only by the reso- 
lute citizenship of men who saw 
HiUcrism menacing the courts of 
the United States. To make sure 
that partial judges could bo had 
for these juridical lynchings, the 
plan provided that only judges ap- 
pointed by Roosevelt after a cer- 
tain date should be eligible 
for 


such seleclion and assignment. 


Tho 
confusion in Ihe supreme 


court, itself, since 
the 
packing, 


has been an unforseen 
develop- 


ment. Secure in their jobs,' inde- 
pendent of his favor, the Uoose- 
-velt justices fell to fighting among 
themselves in a quarrel of 
per- 


sonalities and vanities too shallow 
and paltry to permit of real judi- 
cial conduct. On two notable oc- 
casions, the court decisions leaked 
and were public property 
long 


before the court, as a body, an- 
nounced them and 
wore 
public 


property long before the court, as 
a body, announced them and 
it 


may be stated lhat these viola- 
tions of the confidence of cham- 
bers were taken up among 
the 


brelhcrn. The leaks may protend 
a scandal 
yet 
involving some 
groat financial 
coup 
based 
on 


prior knowledge of a decision. 


Long ago, lawyers who former- 


ly looked to the supreme court for 
direction in the law began to ad- 
mit thai they no longer could rely 
on this guide. The supreme court 
was as variable as the 
breezes 


and some of its decisions were not 
merely political and temperamen- 
tal but immoral in that they coun- 
tenanced plainly immoral conduct. 
The practice of subsidizing pro- 


fessional gossips and broadcasters 
with little blurbs of unimportant 
information 
which could be 
ex- 


ploited as 
scoops in return for 


favorable comment on the bureau- 
crats who released this news was 
confined at first to vain self-ad- 
vertisers in the departments of the 
New Deal. Lately, the battle <jf the 
press-agents has extended to ihe 
court, as the public has seen in 
Ihe increasing discussion of a dis- 
harmony thai could have been con- 
tained within the ancient privacy 
had Ihe members been so minded. 
This sort of thing could not have 
become public, as it did increas- 
ingly within Iho last year, without 
gossip from the inside which was 
unthinkable in Ihe past.

IJidn't the boss, himself, help 
to chisel a loan of $200,000 :"rom a 
millionaire under political fire in 
Congress and in the Department of 
Justice and then procure 
Jesse 
Jones, the secretary of commerce, 
to cancel the loan for a trifle and 
flim-flam the lender out of his col- 
lateral on the representation that 
it was no good?- Didn't a govern- 
ment lawyer who had prosecute 
a dissolution suit against a trust 
then become counsel for a bidder 
on the liquidate dproperties? Didn'l 
the supreme court violate is own 
rule against reviewing decision oi 
administrative officers to reverse 
a learned commissioner, all 
Iho 


lower courts and the attorney-gen- 
eral when the loser happened to 
be a leader of the C.I.Q. ordered 
deported as a Communist? 


The original smear of the su- 
preme court early in the 
New 


Deal 
was 
ably 
directed 
and 


handled and the court, as i'. was 
then composed, was held u;i 
to 


ridicule. Its prestige as an insti- 
tution nevertheless survived in Iho 
opinion of ihe people who 
were 


loath to give up Iheir faith- Now, 
by the conduct and the political 
prejudice of the; Roosevelt 
court, 


the institution, itself, has sunk so 
low lhal the people may truly :'ear 
that they have lost a strong pro- 
lector of their liberty under law. 


The cue to justice under Roose- 


velt was given when he pardoned 
Earl Browder, an avowed Com- 
munist, even now in Russia for 
consultation, and let him out of 
prison to promote "unity" among 
the American people :'or ihe war. 
Had he held Browder lo be a vic- 
lim of injustice or undue severity 
he could have saved 
something. 
But instead he laid down the prin- 
sicple thai juslice could be temper- 
ed with considerations other than 
mercy, a precedent which his su- 
preme court has respected 
faith- 
fully.

Citizenship 


AP Newsfeatures 
Bern— Twenty-nine Swiss, most- 


ly residents of Germany, have lost 
Swiss 
citizenship because 
they 


were accused of conspiracy again- 
st Switzerland's security. 


In addition, 56 persons lost Swiss 


citizenship in 1945 because they 
had made false declarations to ob- 
tain Swiss nationality or because 
their conduct was prejudicial to 
Switzerland. 


Loss 
of Swiss citizenship 
in 


many cases is a financial loss. It 
costs a lot of money to become a 
Swiss citizen. Government statis- 
lics showed lhal in- 1943 in 1,684 
cases 
of 
naluralizaMon, 
individ- 


uals paid the equivalent of $361,- 
000 to the communities and $170,- 
000 to the camons 01 tneir resi- 
dence. 


Individual fees 
for naturaliza- 


tion vary among the various com- 
munities and cantons. The author- 
ities of the communities and of 
the cantons decide 
whether 
citi- 


zenship can be granted, but ihe 
federal Justice and Police Depart- 
ment is the final authority. 


The procedure is long and rig- 
orous. 


"We do not 
want 
anyone to 
become a Swiss citizen who has 
worshipped foreign 
ideologies or 


has taken an active part in for- 
eign politics" a spokesman of the 
Justice and 
Police 
Department 
said. 


A foreign must have lived for 


many years in the community io 
which he 
would like to belong, 


before he can fill out an applica- 
tion for naturalization. 


"In the last ten years,".said the 


representative of the Justice and 
Police Department, "the practice 
has been not to grant 
citizenship 


to a foreigner unless he has re- 
sided in one and the same canton 
for at least 20 years." 


In 
1945, (J14 foreigners 
with 


their families, a total of 1,526 per- 
sons, were granted Swiss citizen- 
ship.

In the first place, the appoint- 


ment of a man who had become 
a member of a gang of night-rid- 
ing terrorists was an affront 
to 


the dignity and prestige of 
the 


court and the subsequent explana- 
tion 
lhat 
Black 
accepted 
such 


membership to win election to a 
cheap political job as county at- 
torney In Birmingham only 
em- 


phasized Ihe sneer. Having joined 
ihe Klan for ulterior motives, lie 
repudiated his old comrades 
in 


the sacred, 
unfailing bond when 


the association 
became 
embar- 


rassing but only after it had been 
dragged into tho light by a news- 
paper reporter. That such a man 
might later show a lack of ethical 
delicacy should surprise none of 
his colleagues. On the contrary, 
it is fair to believe lhal Roosevoll 
had well appraised his character 
and knew what to expect of him. 
Tho country had learned the odor 
of his ethics from his actions as 
a senatorial investigator. 


This is only 
another 
dcvelop- 


menl in the sordid fulfillment of 
the Roosevelt ethical system. 


Had Hoosovelt had his way, he 


not only would have packed 
the 


.supreme court but 
would 
have 


been able to direct the selection 
of prejuoiccd judges to try cases 
trumped up against his political 
opponents, as certain able 
and 


courageous members of the feder- 
al bench, among them 
John 
C. 


Knox, poinled oul at the time of 
the great debate. 
That 
scliemc 


was generally overlooked in Ihe 
excitement over the supreme court 
but il was explicil in Ihe bill and 
was frustrated only by the reso- 
lute citizenship of men who saw 
HiUcrism menacing the courts of 
the United States. To make sure 
that partial judges could bo had 
for these juridical lynchings, the 
plan provided that only judges ap- 
pointed by Roosevelt after a cer- 
tain date should be eligible 
for 


such seleclion and assignment. 


Tho

ment. Secure in their jobs,' inde-

themselves in a quarrel of

sonalities and vanities too shallow 
and paltry to permit of real judi- 
cial conduct. On two notable oc- 
casions, the court decisions leaked 
and were public property

nounced them and

tenanced plainly immoral conduct. 
The practice of subsidizing pro- 


fessional gossips and broadcasters 
with little blurbs of unimportant 
information 
which could be

ploited as 
scoops in return for 


favorable comment on the bureau- 
crats who released this news was 
confined at first to vain self-ad- 
vertisers in the departments of the 
New Deal. Lately, the battle <jf the 
press-agents has extended to ihe 
court, as the public has seen in 
Ihe increasing discussion of a dis- 
harmony thai could have been con- 
tained within the ancient privacy 
had Ihe members been so minded.

ridicule. Its prestige as an insti- 
tution nevertheless survived in Iho 
opinion of ihe people who 
were 


loath to give up Iheir faith- Now, 
by the conduct and the political 
prejudice of the; Roosevelt 
court, 


the institution, itself, has sunk so 
low lhal the people may truly :'ear 
that they have lost a strong pro- 
lector of their liberty under law. 


The cue to justice under Roose- 


velt was given when he pardoned 
Earl Browder, an avowed Com- 
munist, even now in Russia for 
consultation, and let him out of 
prison to promote "unity" among 
the American people :'or ihe war. 
Had he held Browder lo be a vic- 
lim of injustice or undue severity 
he could have saved 
something. 
But instead he laid down the prin- 
sicple thai juslice could be temper- 
ed with considerations other than 
mercy, a precedent which his su- 
preme court has respected

More Swiss 
Persons Lose 
Citizenship 


AP Newsfeatures 
Bern— Twenty-nine Swiss, most- 


ly residents of Germany, have lost 
Swiss 
citizenship because 
they 


were accused of conspiracy again- 
st Switzerland's security. 


In addition, 56 persons lost Swiss 


citizenship in 1945 because they 
had made false declarations to ob- 
tain Swiss nationality or because 
their conduct was prejudicial to 
Switzerland. 


Loss 
of Swiss citizenship 
in 


many cases is a financial loss. It 
costs a lot of money to become a 
Swiss citizen. Government statis- 
lics showed lhal in- 1943 in 1,684 
cases 
of 
naluralizaMon, 
individ- 


uals paid the equivalent of $361,- 
000 to the communities and $170,- 
000 to the camons 01 tneir resi- 
dence. 


Individual fees 
for naturaliza- 


tion vary among the various com- 
munities and cantons. The author- 
ities of the communities and of 
the cantons decide 
whether 
citi- 


zenship can be granted, but ihe 
federal Justice and Police Depart- 
ment is the final authority. 


The procedure is long and rig- 
orous. 


"We do not 
want 
anyone to 
become a Swiss citizen who has 
worshipped foreign 
ideologies or 


has taken an active part in for- 
eign politics" a spokesman of the 
Justice and 
Police 
Department 
said. 


A foreign must have lived for 


many years in the community io 
which he 
would like to belong, 


before he can fill out an applica- 
tion for naturalization. 


"In the last ten years,".said the 


representative of the Justice and 
Police Department, "the practice 
has been not to grant 
citizenship 


to a foreigner unless he has re- 
sided in one and the same canton 
for at least 20 years." 


In 
1945, (J14 foreigners 
with 


their families, a total of 1,526 per- 
sons, were granted Swiss citizen- 
ship.

If Congress abolishes, curtails or

For whatever may 
be argued, pro or con, lifting con- 
trols while a scarcity of goods slill 
exisls is a gamble, and a danger- 
ous one.

decisions now to prevent an eco- 
nomic breakdown. Tho choice 
is 


up lo all of us — and the next few 
days will decide." 


Legislation which extends OPA's 


life nine lo 12 months beyond June

shortly. Bowles has indicated he 
will urge lhal Ihe bill be vcloed. 


"Today more than ever,".Bowles 
said, "we need stability to

Maritime Agreement Minute 
Before Strike Deadline 
Averts Waterfront Tieup

cancelled exactly one minute be- 
fore it was to begin.

CST) to attempt to break 
the impasse which prevented the 
writhjg^pf, g_eace .treaties at their 
last 'session "Herd" ""Th'a't"'"session 
lasted from April 25 to May 17. '

The rejection, however, is sub- 
ject to later consideration by the 
conferees. 


The compromise, offered by Gur- 
ney and Rep. John Sparkman, D., 
Ala., would permit 
drafting 
of 


teen-agers but 18-year-olds 
would, 
be the last group to 
be called. 
Their service would be limited to 
he conlinenlal United States. 


Rep. Overton Brooks, 
D., La., 


said Ihe compromise might be ap- 
proved when conferees now absent 
rom the capitol return rioxt week. 
Brooks, it was reported, is drafting

may present Monday. 


Gurney declared that the army 


will have no need to draft 18-year- 
olds for "quite a few months," in- 
dicating that the 
House-approved 


draft holiday, effective until mid- 
Dctober, may be acceptable to the 
Senate in a modified ilorm. 


Gurney said the army will have 


a 52,000-man pool in the 19 through 
29-year-old group, and that this' 
pool plus voluntary enlistees will 
make it unnecessary to draft 18- 
year-olds for the present. He add- 
ed that the army "thinks it can get 
along without sending 18-year-olds 
overseas."
